The problem is to keep the advantages of the reine'enlative sys- 
tern, its compactne.ss. its eKpcricncc and p of work and to elim¬ 
inate its corruption, its over-legislation for corporations and m;der- 
legislation for the eommon people. 

The purpose of the home rule charter is, firstly, to secure home 
rule for the citizens of Milwaukee. 

Secondly, to get a body of aldermen who arc not breoud the reach 
of the people for tyvo or four years—a body of atdernun who are 
subject at least to some extent to the people's direction ami control. 

» • > 

I do not claim that direct legislation is a cure-all for all evils 
in our political an<l social system. 

The forms of government are only the machines — the economic 
conditions arc the jiowcr. And the be.st forms of government arc 
like machines without power, as long as they are iK>t liacked up by 
the right economic conditions. 

• • • 

However, the new provisions ntean a step fors^rd. They will 
diminish the power of bribery. Corporations and imlividual capital¬ 
ists will not care to spend much time and money on .a few aldenncn, 
as long as their action is not final—as long as polhictaas may not be 
able to deliver the goods. ' . 

We may also establish government by the people, to some extent 
at least, in place of a government by the politicianv for the interest 
of capitalistic schemers yvhosc tools these |x>liticianc are.

Madison, Wb., June 3.—The as¬ 
sembly yesterilay killed the bill for 
non-partisan elections in >filwau- 
kee and ordered to third reading 
the Milwaukee Home Rule and 
Corrupt Practices bills. 

Madismi, Wis.—For the first 
time in tiK history of Wisconsin 
legislation the assembly recognized 
the eight-hour day in the erection 
of state buildings. Assemblyman 
Stevens, an old and rich Christian 
gentleman from Rhinelander, a 
man who knew enough to take ad¬ 
vantage of Wbconsin timber, the 
woodmen’s labor, and some other 
little legitimate speculation, all of 
which swell the purse and bank ac¬ 
counts of our Christbn friend, 
whose piety even revolts against 
young people playing the innocent 
game of baseball on Sunday. 

Mr. Stevens, in opposing the 
eight-hour bill, held up to tlic as¬ 
sembly that while he was not op¬ 
posed to organized labor (not he!) 
yet the bill was the means of 
digging one foot of the grave of

These union 
men, said he, would, if they gain 
power, disable taen, destroy prop¬ 
erty, cut the bells of your machin¬ 
ery. and cripple our factories.

Nearly $10,000 for Labor’s Home 


The past week has witnessed an¬ 
other boost for our new liome. 
Progress is steady and sure. It is 
the same sort of progress whicii has 
characterized our movemeut for 
years. To date just $9,725 have 
been subscribed for the stock of 
the People’s Realty company. This 
is a gain of $325 for the week. It 
is only $225 short of $104x0, w’nich 
is two-thirds of the whole amount. 
With the amount of pledges which 
arc considered goo<l, it brings the 
grand total to over $11,500. 'Ttiis 
would seem to leave only about 
$3,500 unprovided for. But this is 
only apparently so. If any of our 
friends or rea^rs want some stock 
they had bencr sign up for it at 
once. There is no more time to 
lose. For the balance of stock may 
be set aside any time, by the direct¬ 
ors of the People’s Realty cum|any, 
for the benefit of the labor unions 
of Xlilwaukcc. fiomc of them have 
already taken stock. Others are 
considering the matter now. The 
above amount named as spoken for 
and placed at about $1,500 docs not 
include what may be taken by the 
unions, or what they now have in 
mind. Judging from reports of 
officers and other active members 
of a number of unions, it is fair to 
estimate that about two thousand 
dollars is practically as good as sub¬ 
scribed.

Of course, as in^every other aggregation of American cities, 
there are some decent, honest and well-meaning men in that society. 
However, they are in the small minority. The bulk of its member¬ 
ship consists of business grafters. The leadership is controlled by pin 
heads, bribe givers and franchise grabbers. 

• • • 

They consider it the first duty of the association to watch legis¬ 
lation and to oppose anything that looks toward the improvement of 
the condition of the people. They consiilcr it their next duly to .serve 
every private monopoly and every exploiting temlcncy in public life. 
'As for the rest—tlut association exists only for the purpose of repre¬ 
senting the interests of she so-called "captains of mdustry” and of 
the robber barons n{ modern times. 

The Merchants and Manufacturers’ association of Milwaukee 
never stood for a good law or for one that might improve general con¬ 
ditions. The Merchants and Manufacturers’ association always stood 
for every bad law, or any !aw tlat might increase the chances for 
graft in private and public life. 


When a Charter convention was called for ^lilwaukec last spring, 
the Merchants and Manufacturers’ association look it uiioii itself to 
propose and select the candidates for delegates for both of the capi¬ 
talist parties. 

The Merchants and Manufacturers’ association made up a list of 
candidates for both the Republican and the Democratic party—simply 
taking it for granted that it is the sole prerogative of the rich ex¬ 
ploiters, not only to make the laws of the country now. but also to 
frame up the con.stitutions and charters according to which these laws 
can be made in future. 

And there was not manhood enough among the Republican and 
Democratic politic'ians to resent this open and contemptuous dictation 
of their masters. 

• • • 

The Republican and Democratic delegates thus selected hv the 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ association, formed the great majority 
of the Charter convention, consisting of forty-nine delegates. 

It was in obedience “to their ma.sters’ voice” that they projwscd 
“Home Rule” for Milwaitkee. 

• • * 


However there were also sixteen Social-Democrats in that Charter 
convention. 

And since their wishes had to be respected to some degree, there 
was a clause put into the Home Rule bill providing for the initia¬ 
tive and referendum—a rather weak clause, because it provides for an 
initiative signed by 10 and 15 per cent of the voters. 

Now what happeiicd? 


Some Pater Filticius, S. J., told some Captain Kidd, M. & M. A., 
that the initiative and referendum were rank Socialism and mob rule. 
'And said Captain Kidd told the fearful story to some more road 
agents and to other knights of the industrial highway. 

Thereupon the Merchants and Manufacturers’ association called a 
Sleeting and denounced the threatened attack upon vested interests 
and the sacred rights of property. On motion of an old usurer the 
M. & M. A. almost unanimously went back on their own delegates— 
only a physician, who is neither a merchant nor a manufacturer, and 
who rcallv does vA belong there, stood by them. 

The ]M. 4 M. A. instructed their legulative committee according¬ 
ly. They sent out protests broadcast, lliey saw nothing less thm 
a new charter of 200 pages proposed every month, each of these char¬ 
ters asking for a general division of the wealth of our merchants 
and manufacturers, and particularly of our public service corpora¬ 
tions. 

• « • 

Said the Evening IVisconstn, which is unquestionably the most 
indecently stupid of the capitalist month-pieces in Milwaukee, that 
with tbe. initiative and referendum clause, the Home Rule measure is 
a “bill to keep Milwaukee in hot water.”

And said further: "We want to make our city attractive to out¬ 
side capital and' substantial homeseekers of the right sort. It would 
not be thus attractive with a fundamental law endowing a^talors and 
the restless and irresponsible element they exploit politically with 
power for initiating and compelling changes altogether disproportion¬ 
ate to their numbers and substance. 

‘"That talk about ‘not trusting the people’ in this connection is 
all bosh and moonshine. There are all torts and conditions of 
people. Nobody distrusts trustworthy people; everybody distrusts peo¬ 
ple of the other kind.”

Sentinel would not even trust them with a three months’ subscription. 

And as tong as men do the voting an J the “substance” etmnol vote, 
then the Merchants and Manufacturers’ association is liable to find

E'or if the members of the Merchants and Manufaeturers’ as¬ 
sociation had'brains for an>’thing besides exploiting and grafting, 
they would say to themselves tbe following:

As for the can.ses of this, which is called “casual uncmplos'ment," 
llcveridge says: "The tendency springs from the multiplicity of separ¬ 
ate rm^yers, and. from tlie irregularity of their separate businesses.'*

miorgaiHsed, competitive system of business; which operates only 
when the pardenUr cm^doyer or corporation sees an opponunity of 
making money by exploiting labor, and which does not hesitate to shut 
down on short notice—or no notice at all—when the prospect of probts 
is not clear. 

It is prodnctioii for sale and for profits, and not production for 
use, whxb funiishcs the basis of the (U'esenl industrial method. 

THE PANIC. 

Most acute of all, and with a cyclical or recurring habit that makes 
it abnost capable of classihcation as “Chronic," is the Panic, considered 
as a cause of nMmplos'ment. 

We have happily pasiied the days when Jevons blamed “spots on 
the sun" for the;panics, or sbort-sig:Med economists attributed thc-n to 
shortage of crops. In these later days we have seen them laid at the 
tkrnr of the ‘‘djfijpiii'iiialion of .silver,’' overproduction, tariff, and now 
more rsp«ciail>,f[Kciilation and high living are being used to throw 
dust in the pefpg^'^ O'* o" Ibis question. 

But wliikfd^'^^bitic minds have been wandering in the swamp

This is the requirement in each trade 
of reserve of labor t'l meet the fluettutions of work incidenul even to 
years of prospyiMv. The men forming these reserves are constantly 
[>as^iug into and out of employment. They ten<l, moreover, to be more 
nurnenms l|un can liml employment together at any one time. This 
tendency springs diri'ctly from one of the fundamental facts of indus- 
Itrv—the di.-,sipalioii of the demand for labor in each trade between 
•many separate enip' 'lers and centers of employment. Its result may 
I tie descrilK'd as the 11 ,rmai glutting of the labir market. The counler- 
|iart of such glutting; i.i the idleness at every moment of some or others 
of those engaged. 

John A. Hob- r, in his "I’roblem of tlie Unemployed,” .says: "In 
this country there ate z.cxxi/xx) such men. The ^lassachusetts Com¬ 
mission for tlic Urn -iiploycd found that one-third of tlie working pop¬ 
ulation are unenipl.-yid one-third of the wsirking time.” 

The Census td I'joo sliows tlut 22 per cent of the wage earners 
.■irc unemployed pari of the year. 

The Mas.sacni; 'Its ('ommission for the I'liemploycd shows that 
in the shoe indosir <if .Massacliiisettts alone, asiiie from those regu¬ 
larly empkiyed, an army of xoo/joa men is kejit in reserve. These 
100.000 men are eio; loved only in rush jieriods. Tlic Commissior. says: 
"This probiein of I’,'- iineinployesl must he looketl uixm as a more or 
less (leniunent oik- .

Beveridgc*sgri (page 69): “In the best years all the groups alike 
tend to have dfSh S per cent unemployed. An excess of the supply 
of skilled laboV'bWf UK? demand ap]iears to be a normal condition in 
the skiUei anfWgamsed trades.” 

And. ag3uiif'’(^gc 15): “From the beginning to the end of fifty 
years of unprecadnited iiKlustrial exfunsion, imeniployment has been 
re«tStAOaianKggmey. and has-passixi. at intervals of seven to ten 
jrcars, fraoi a na^al to an acute t>hase. This, in itself, is enough to 
show that upUWDyinent depends not so much on the volume of indns- 
try as upon UMmeU^s of industry,. and, while the methods remain 
unchangni, Vilf ctnitimie to recur, however the volume grows. A fall- 
ii^ demand fotfaibpr may come as a s.vmplom of national decay. A 
rising demand Tor htlxir will be no cure for unemployment." 

And. agaiii''(]>aj;c tot): "But whatever the form taken by the re¬ 
serve, its economic character is the same. It is a thing required and 
produced by the character of the demand for labor—a demand dis¬ 
sipated between'many different centers and different employers, each 

subject to fluctuation. If there were fewer opportunities of 

ca.sual employnKiit. there would be fewer casual laborers." 

Louise C. Qdencrantz. in an article published in The Sureey, of 
May I, 1909, g>ve.s the following: 

Out of 1,103 positions held by working women in New York, 

382, or 3S per cem, were held leu than three months; 

172. or 10 per cent, were held less than three to six months;

or to ail commodities, until all the participanls had received enongh of 
them for their use, untii more of them Im been produced than is re¬ 
quired ly society." Of course, if tnore were prwloced than was re¬ 
quired by society—each one having all be needed, that would not 
create an unempiloyinent problem; that would be leisure—the leisure 
upon which the Greek culture depended. 

Marx, in hit vivid way, expresses the same essential analysis as 
follows: "The prodiKtion of surplus value, and with it individual con¬ 
sumption, n«y be ill a flourishing condition, and >‘et a large part of 
the commodities may have been entered into consumption only appar¬ 
ently, while in reality they may still remain unsold in the hands of the 
dealersj in other words, they may still be actually in the market. Now, 
one stream of commodities follows another, and finally it becomes ob¬ 
vious that t^ previous stream had been only apparently absorbed 
by consiimptxjn. The commodity capitals compete with one another 
foi a place on the market. The sneering ones, in order to be able 
to wll. do so below price. The former streams have not yet been 
utilized when the payment for them is due. Their owners must de¬ 
clare their immlvency, or .sell at any price, in order to fulfill their 
obligations. Tills sMe has nothing whatever to do with the actual 
condition of tlie demand. It is merely a question of a donand for 
laymeiit, of the pressing necessity of transforming commodities into 
money. Then the crisis comes.” (Capital, Vol. II.) 

Slost picturesque and convincing of all the statements is tlut of 
Engels, found in his reply to Duehring: "Since 1825, when the first 
grtieral < risis broke out, the whole industrial and conimercial world, 
production ami exchange among all civilized peoples and their more or 
less lurbaric hangers-on, are thrown out of joint about once every 
ten years Conmicrce is at a standstill, the markets are glutted, prod¬ 
ucts accumulate, as multitudinous as they are unsalable, turd rash 
di.sappears, credit vanishes, factories are closed, the nvuss of the work¬ 
ers are in want of the means of subsistence becau.se they have pro¬ 
duced too much of the means of subsistence; bankruptcy follows Ufion 
bankruptcy, execnlion upon execution. The stagnation lasts for 
years; productive forces and pnxlucts arc wasted and destroyed wlwlc- 
sate, until llie accumulated mass of commodities finally filter off, more 
or less depreciated in value, until production and exchange gradually 
begin to move again. Uttle by little the pace quickens. It beoamet 
a trot. The industrial trot breaks into a canter, the canter in turn 
grows into a headlong gallop of a perfect steeplechase of ini’ustry, 
commercial credit, and speculation, which finally, after brc:.kneck 
leaps, emis where it began—in the ditch of a crisis. And so over 
and over again." 

Some have said that the panic is due to the speculation in Wall 
street. They thhik the American public is wild with speculation, that 
the iVincricans are gamblers as a nation, and that it is jnst the ven¬ 
turesome spirit of tlie American blood that brings on an expansion of 
cretlit which mu.st finally end like the breaking of a “boom" bubble in 
a western town. Such folks have no knowledge of the fact that 
these crises, panics ami industrial depressions (and there may be 
reason for using the separate terms to indicate different phases of 
the .same great current of facts) are international in their extent, and 
practically contemporaneous, "nie following table is taken from the 
report of industrial depressions, in the Federal Labor Bureau Repoit 
of 1836:

Beveriilgc's work shows tables and charts sliowing that the fluc¬ 
tuations of foreign trade in six principal nations cortespoad approx¬ 
imately as to date, during a period reaching from l8fi6 to 191^. 

Tlie same author quotes from Burton's “Financial Crises, etc.," 
the following passage, which onght to be of some nsc to our demo;- 
cratic friends; “Crises and depressions have occucred almost content- 
noraneously in different countri^, undev every prevalent system of 
banking: in monarchies and repnblics; in countries haring free trade 
alike with those maintaining revenue or .protective tariffs; in those 
having only metallic money and in those having metallic and paper 
money; in such as have inedeenubie paper money and in those hay¬ 
ing paper money redcenublc in com; in such as have gold as jthe 
standard alike with those having sihro’; also in conntries having piM 
and silver with a fixed nbo between them.'' 

WHAT DOES CAUSE A PANIC? ' 

San Francisco earthquakes and Russo-Japanese wars may make 
quite a disturbance, but tliey must also be added to the already long list 
of “excuses” for panics, given by men wliose eyes are blinded to the 
big facts. 

What canse is there, big. enough, constant enoug'i. affecting all 
civilized countries alike, operating mor*; 01 tess uniformly throughout 
the world, and covering the whole sp*ce of time m which these cyclical 
disturbances occur? What is tliere which is important enough to 
throw the world-markets out of balance? Why is the world-market 
glutted? And whv docs this everlasting ghost terrify tbc civilized 
world in such inevitable and inexorable h^it?

To quote Pw'hx. the chief cause of panics Is “the dual position 
of tlie laborer mt a seller of his labor power and as a porchaser of the 
products of hlAjhbur power, and the creation of a surplus-product 
flowing thcrelrpuk which must result in an overproductiem of commo¬ 
dities quite ap^ from the ‘aitarchy of production’T 

As early ^ri/SiS Robert Owen had seen the true cause of the 
trouUe, whra tii|i>'rote at the dose of the war of 1815: "The war was 
the great andiftpsi extravagant customer of fanners, manufacturers 
and other ptoaucer. of wemth, and many during this period became 
very wesdtny. * f * * -And on the day on which the peace was signed, 
the great customer of the producers died, and prices fell as the demand 
dimmished, until the prime cost of the artides required for war could 
not be ditainod. * * * * Barns and farmyards were full, warebonses 
loaded, and such was our artificial state of society that thb vt^ ao- 
prrabundance of wealth was the sole cause of the existing distress.

ItuI each is'iiqiany -trikes a man off duly as ciu'k, and there is a 
general kitchen, wiiere the cmiks of the wluile. or sometimes half, the 
latlahoii prefare the meals. Tlie result i' iK'Itvr and cheaiicr messing 
and less lalxir and ilirt. 

Take, again, tl e case of a M-rgcanls' mess. The sergeants have 
the same ration, i. ih. of bread and ->4 Ih. of meat a iby, and they |ay 
aN'tit IJ cents a il: . for ''messing." thie sergeant is appoinleil "cat¬ 
erer." anil his <hil>. Is lo cx|>end the messing nxmey ami sn|H'rintend 
the niessing. He is. in fact, a kind of tciiqxirary landloni, or club 
steward. 

I often filled that place, anil I found that when, as occurreil on de¬ 
tachment. we tad only five or six sergeants in mess, it was very diffi¬ 
cult to feed them on the money: bnl at heathptarters, with thirty in 
mess, we could live well and afforil hixurics on the sarac allowance 
(K-r heail. 

With these facts in our niind, let us go has'k to our street of one 
hnnilred workii)g<bss families. .Sup|x)se. iiisteail of keeping tip the 
wasteful system I described, wc abolish all those miserable and imper¬ 
fect drying-grounds, wringing machines, wa-sh-ktR-hens. and even 
kitchen’ Moves, and arrange the street on co-operative lines. Don't 
vou see how much easier the lives of our poor women would be? It is 
tu this tlirectkm that improvement must come—so long as there is no 
kssetiing of the jirivacy of family life. 

It is the direcl>ou 1 am fwinting out to you. 

1 need 'not go into details; you can ebuonue the idea for your¬ 
self. I-rt us now mm from donic.stic to commercial wa.ste. 

Commercial waste is something appalling. The cause of contmer- 
cbl waste is competition. The chief channels of conune^ial waste are 
acconnt-keepiiig, bartering, and advertising. If wc produced goods 
simply for use instead of for sale, wc sh-julil save all this waste. But 
consider the immense mimlier of cashiers, bookkeepers,'clerks, sales¬ 
men, sltopmen. accountants, commercial travelers, agents, and adver¬ 
tisement caiivas.sers employed in trade. 

Take the one item of advertisetnent alone. There arc draughts¬ 
men, paper-niakcrs, printers, bill-posters, (lainters. caipcnters, gihlers, 
mechanics, anti a perfect amty of other people all empfoytSl in making 
advertising bills, |jirtnrc 5 , bill Uards, ami other abominations—for 
what ? 

To enable one soap or patent medicine dealer to procure more or¬ 
ders tian his rival. I believe, I am well within the mark when I say 
that many finns spend $.soo,ooo a year in advcrtisemmls. 

And who pays it ? You pay it; you, the practical, hartl-hcailcd 
workman. You pay for everything, you poor fellow. 

I will also show you in a future letter how the same competition 
which causes waste causes also a wicked obstruction of progress. At 
present just consider these questions. Why do gas companies ojipose 
the esublishiiieni of electric-lighting companies? Is it because they 
think gas U belter light? Hey, John? 

I Mid just now tlut we would consider the qucMion uf. Iiow ta 
rmplor tlie, leisure we tbotilA secure in a weIl-ordere<l state. I-et u* 
get an idea what that leisure wcnild be. 

At pieseni less than one-third of the popnbtion are engaged in 
proiluciiig necessaries. 

Tliis one-third of the people produce enough necessaries for all. 

Now lake the sum in two ways. If one-third produce enough for 
all, tlien three-thirds will produce three time as much as we neetl. O, 
if onc-third produce enough for all by wrorking nine hours a day, then 
three-thirds will protluce enough for all hv working three hour* a day. 

So we stall have plenty of leisure. What arc v»e-to tkywith it? 

One u*e for it is the ccqnirement of knowledge. 1 will give you 
two very striking examples of the kiml of work that needs doing. 

Take, first the Germ iHeorv of diKase. I am a very ignorant man, 


willing to Uiiilcrtake systematic 
work he could -elect a certain sec¬ 
tion of llic city, such as he could 
cover, anil could distribute litera¬ 
ture there at one time and lake 
atM'tbcr section when he is able to 
tlo more work. 

.\s soon as there are two or more 
they can share the work, still kec;)- 
ing up the system.

And as soon as two or three com¬ 
rades in a community set forth the 
example of thorough-going, system¬ 
atic and persistent work, the cause 
from llat time forward will grow.
